DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Scott Davison on 31 July 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 56, line 2, "EEG" has been amended to read "EEG 
(electroencephalogram)" for clarity. 

In claim 69, lines 3-4, "60 Hz ASSR" has been amended to read "60 Hz ASSR 
(auditory steady state response)" for clarity. 

In claim 78, lines 6-7, "one continuous biosignal" has been amended to read "one 
continuous biosignal using a processor". 

In claim 80, line 4, "ms" has been amended to read "ms (milliseconds)"; line 8 
has been amended from "MLAEP" to "MLAEP (middle latency audio evoked potential)". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the methods of claims 
56-58, 61, 63-65, 67, 69-73, 78, and 80, including, inter-alia, acquiring a first continuous 
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biosignal, stimulating an evoked potential response signal, deriving an evoked potential 
response signal from the first biosignal, deriving a first index of consciousness from the 
first biosignal, deriving a second index of consciousness from the evoked potential 
signal, and using the indices in a weighting process to determine whether a monitored 
being is entering or leaving consciousness based on the indices. 

Chamoun (US 5320109) discloses a similar method of stimulating an evoked 
potential response signal and deriving indices of consciousness from the response 
signal, as discussed in more detail in earlier Office Actions, but does not disclose using 
a weighting process on the indices to classify the being's state of consciousness.
